Krected on a Ham lloor and Used with 
Excellent Success. 
I send lieiewith a rough sketch of a 
power erected on bnrn 
iioor, which 
gitcs good 
satisfaction 
for 
cutting' 
straw or cornfodder. 
The large w heel 
in diagram is 12 or 14 feet in diameter, 
made of wood. 
The hub of the big 
wheel 
is 4 feet in diameter, made of 
inch boards 
nailed 
together, 
with, 
square hole in center to fit post.

spoltes, 
8 in numbei, aie 
2x4 
inch 
hemlock scantling, bolted to hub with

He has a "mind of his own," and will 
not always huiry on short notice; but 
he is willing to plod along steadily early 
and late, and thus accomplishes more

No 
animal 
endures 
drudgery

well. 
Continuous work 
seems to be a daily "advantage. 
When 
worked bteadily n mule team is very re- 
liable in every essential 
requirement. 
A "level head" nnd more than "horse 
sense" is characteristic 
of this faithful 
brute.

CAperiencc-wit- 
them on a farm the writer would 
prefer that on a farm of a quarter 
sec- 
tion or more that 
three-fourth-

teams should be mulee. 
With the great glut in the horse mar- 
ket in recent years it would 
certainly 
be advantageoub to the general 
breed; 
ing interests if more of the horse stock 
be bred to produce mules for the next 
tw o j ears or more.
